Jo the Adjutant -General of the Army, Washington, D. C.; 

Sir: The following extract from the Annual Report 
of Col. D. H. Rucker, Assistant Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, U.S. Army, is respectfully furnished, with re- 
commendation that it be submitted for the considera- 
tion of military commanders: 

‘*The only suggestion that I would make at this 
time in regard to the Quartermaster’s Department, is 
that no more cap-covers be procured for issue to the 
troops; and hence, that, when the present supply on 
hand is exhausted, the issue of cap-covers be entirely 





discontinued. This will save a good deal of ;money 
that would otherwise, in my judgment, be uselessly 
expended; for the troops, as far as I have observed or 
can learn, never wear the cap-cover, but throw it away 
asa worthless appendage.” An examination of the 
Clothing Returns show that caps are generally issued 
without covers, which corroborates Col. Rucker’s 
statement.

In order to increase the strength of the Cavalry regi- 
ments, as provided by the act of Congress approved 
August 15, 1876, with the least possible delay, the 
Superintendent of the Mounted Recruiting Service will 
immediately establish as many additional rendezvous 
and branch rendezvous as may be necessary. The 
Superintendent will also make the necessary increase 
in the strength of the several Recruiting parties.

In cases 
where an exceptionable recruit presents himself, whose 
height or weight may elightly exceed this standard, 
discretion is allowed the Recruiting Officer to accept 
him. The present regulations in relaticn to enlist- 
ments for colored regiments, will continue in force.

Forced March —A correspondent writes from Terry’s 
expedition, Aug. 12: When Terry and Crook’s com- 
mands united, on the 10th, it was decided to make an 
effort to prevent the crossing of hostile Sioux at the 
Tongue and Powder River fords un the Yellowstone 
Creek. Having followed fresh trails leading that way 
Gen. Miles was assigned to the command of the troops 
operating on that line. It was necessary to make a 
forced march to the mouth of the Rosebud and embark 
on the steamer Far West, to proceed by river to and 
occupy the country near the mouths of the Tongue and 
Powder Rivers to resist the passage of hostile Indians 
In this movement the 5th Infantry made one of the 
most difficult and remarkable marches ever made by 
infantry troops. The 5th had just completed a 
fatiguing march of sixteen miles, when they started on 
the one of thirty-five through the blinding dust and 
darkness of night, over a rough and difficult country 
covered with cactus thorns, and made forty-three miles 
in twenty-four consecutive hours, equal to a march of 
sixty miles over ordinary country. Every officer and 
man appreciated the importance of the movement and 
worked with enthusiasm, arriving at the Yellowstone 
at one P. M. on Aug. 11.

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THE WAR WITH THE SIOUX. 


‘Tue forces under Generals Crook and Terry met 
Aug. 10 in the valley of the Rosebud, and we under- 
stand that they will operate as one command for the 

resent. The route of Crook’s march was te Tongue 

ver, at the point where the Sioux attacked the camp 
on June 10 and thence thirty miles northeastward, 
where the column turned to the north and crossed the 
Panther Mountains to the Rosebud, A bivouac was 
made August 8 ten miles north of the battle ground of 
June 17, near the site of a grand Sioux encampment. 
Next day the great trail leading down the valley showed 
signs of the movement of large numbers of Indians 
over it about a week before—probably the whole of 
Sitting Bull’s people. 

The country west of the Rosebud has been uttegy 
consumed by conflagration, ancl eastward there are the 
same indications. he Sioux seem resolved on aban- 
doning all the region south of the Yellowstone for the 

resent season. The traces of their camps along the 
Rosebud show that their ponies have nearly starved, 
and that their own subsistence has been far from 
plentiful. 

The Indians in small parties hover about the line of 
water communication firing on the steamers. General 
Terry proceeded to take up the march on the trail 
which Crook had been following, while the 5th In- 
fantry under General Miles was detached and ordered 
back to the mouth of the Rosebud, to occupy the 
country near the mouth of the Tongue and Powder 
river, in order to head oft the Sioux in that direction. 
This they accomplished by a forced march. Five 
hundred Grows have volunteered and have gone to join 
Gen. Terry. At Gen. Sheridan’s request the Indian 
Bureau has authorized 100 Pawnees to report as scouts. 
In the meantime it is believed that the Indians will 
lead the troops a weary march without any immediate 
result, as they have doubtless broken up into detach- 
ments and will thus be able to keep as remote as possi- 
ble. It is announced semi-officially that the campaign 
will continue through the winter, and that the troops 
will winter on Tongue river. 

The Colorado Utes are reported as ready for an out- 
break at any moment. In contrast to this is the sensi- 
ble decision of the Blackfeet Indians in Canada, who 
have refused to join the Sioux and have offered to join 
the Canadians with 2,000 warriors in case of trouble. 

Latest advices from the forces under Crook and 
Terry (Aug. 18) represent them pushing after the 
Sioux with all available men leaving wagons and other 
impedimenta behind in hopes to overtake Sitting Bull 
before he reaches the Yellowstone. An Indian has 
(Aug. 22) arrived at Standing Rock with another re- 
port of a severe fight between our troops and the In- 
dians, but it is discredited by Gen. Sherman. Com- 
plaints are made through correspondents that no 
provision has been made for transporting wounded 
men, and of the raw condition of the cavalry recruits 
with Terry’s column. 

A force under Bt. Lieut.-Col. Rice, 5th Infantry, is 
petralling the banks of the Yellowstone between the 

ongue and Powder rivers. 

Reinforcements are still going forward. Lieut.- 
Col. Whistler with companies A, C, D and I, 5th In- 
‘fantry, have been ordered to the site of the new post 
on the Yellowstone. Fort Buford, D. T., Colonel 
Hazen commanding, is made the supply depot for the 
troops in the field. Lieut.-Col. Ww P. Carlin, 17th 
Infantry, has been placed in command of Standing 
Rock Agency with companies H and K, ist, A, 6th, 
E and F, 17th and H 20th Infantry, in order to arrest 
and discover all hostiles approaching the Agency. 

The District of the Black Hills has been established 
with headquarters at Red Cloud Agency, Col. R. S. 
Mackenzie to command. Recruiting tor the cavalry is 
going on briskly with depots at Fo:ts Russell and Lin- 
coln. 

On the night of the 21st a party of Sioux appeared 
opposite Fort Berthold and demanded supplies. Upon 
refusal they opened a fire lasting 15 minutes and then 
withdrew in direction of Fort Lincoly. The Crow

The mes- 
sage was to the effect that Major Mitchell desired Sit- 
ting Bull to visit Fort Peck, hoping that such a step 
would result in bis returning upon the reservation and 
ceasing hostilities against tne whites. Sitting Bull re-

J and others want the 
Black Hills abandoned, and we will make peace. 

Medicine Cloud numbers the hostiles as consisting of 
Brules, Uncpapas, Santos, Minnecoujous, Saracacs, 
Ogallallas, Cheyennes and Blackfeet. Of the latter 
there are but thirty lodges. He estimates the hostiles 
at 8,000 to 10,000 fighting men. There are no white 
men co-operating with them. He thinks they get their 
ammunition from a place called The Burning Grounds, 
beyond the Black Hills. They are living entirely on 
meat, which they find very hard to procure, owing to 
the close proximity of the whites. The hostile camp 
is now on Tongue River, one and a half days’ ride 
south of the Yellowstone. The Indians are in con- 
stant alarm, and there is no sleep in their camp. 

ENGLISH INTEREST. 

Tue London 7imes, speaking editorially, says: “ Gen. 
Sherman is of opinion that the Regular Army of the 
United States ought to be permanently strengthened, as 
may be inferred from bis rejecting the offer of volun- 
teers and making the present demand upon Congress; 
he will probably proceed to ask .for more money as 
well as more men. The danger, which is not imagi- 
nary, of*a general Indian war will enable him to im- 
press his arguments forcibly upon the popular mind. 
Nor is our own interest in the subject one of sympa- 
thy merely. The Sioux are scattered along the Cana- 
dian border of the Northwest territory, where fhe 
armed force at present disposable amounts only to two 
hundred and fifty men. But at any moment the In- 
dian, either elated by success or despairing in defeat, 
may cross the frontier. For this Canada must prepare 
herself at any cost.” 


SIOUX COMMISSION AND PEACE SOCIETY, 


Secretary Chandler, Aug. 18, appointed the follow- 
ing as the Commission to treat with the Sioux Indians:

The Connecticut Peace Society, which met at Mys- 
tic, Aug. 18, in resolutions oppose the return of the In- 
dian Bureau to the War Department ; denounce the 
invasion of the Black Hills; charge that the Indian war 
was forced upon the Indians so as to prevent a reduc 
tion in the Army; demaud an investigation of the manv 
enumerated outrages by the military on the Indians;

Tue crew of the training ship Adams, stationed at 
Philadelphia, found occasion to distinguish them- 
selves, on Sunday, the 20th inst., by the rescue of a 
large party of yachtsmen, who were thrown into the 
swift current of the Delaware by the capsizing of 
their boat. By some magnificent pulling a boat 
from the Adams reached the scene ot the disaster in 
time to save several of the party from drowning.

by special orders from the Secretary of the Navy. 
Under a rigid system of drill and instruction, the 
youthful sailors of the Juniata have obtained rare 
proficiency in their various duties, and have more 
than met the expectations of their officers. 

Tue Boston Globe says: ‘‘ Capt. J. W. Maguire, the 
Boston pilot who was employed for the U. 8S. 8S. 
Adams, tie sloop-of-war recently built by McKay, and 
just fitted out at the Navy-yard, Charlestown, has 
returned home from piloting the ship to Philadel- 
phia. His reports as to the action of the ship are 
alike complimentary to the contractors and to the 
officers on board, whom he classes among the finest 
he has ever met in the Service. The Adams left 
Boston Light at 10:30 o’clock Sunday night. Capt. 
Maguire is very enthusiastic in his comments upon the 
ship. He says he has never seen a finer working ship 
under steam ; she steers like a pilot boat ; her engines 
work admirably, and under her able chief and officers 
of his department will, no doubt prove a perfect 
success.” 

At the Brooklyn Navy-yard the Brooklyn, from the 
Atlantic or Home squadron, is ordered to be tho- 
roughly overhauled, and will shortly be taken to the 
dry dock for that purpose. She will then be fitted 
for sea, and will relieve one of the vessels now on the 
Mediterranean station, The Vandalia has just been 
floated out of the dry dock, where she had some of 
the copper replaced on her bottom, and is now lying 
at the long dock. She will reinforce the European 
squadron in a few weeks. The Mayflower is lying at 
the yard awaiting needed repairs, The Trenton is 
now at Roach’s dock, New York, where her ma- 
chinery is being placed in position. She will then 
be fitted at the Navy-yard and will be ready for com- 
mission by Jan. 1, 1877. The surveying schooner 
Gedney and two other vessels of that branch of the 
service are awaiting repairs as soon as the working 
force available will admit of the execution thereof. 
The Gedney will leave about October 1st for Phila- 
delphia, where she will remain for 15 days, then she 
goes to Florida. Vice-Admiral Rowan has gone on 
two weeks leave, and in his absence Captain Temple 
acts in command. The new commandant, Commo- 
dore Niqholson, reports September 1st. It is rumored 
that the’ Navy-yard authorities will soon take the 
old Vermont (late receiving ship) in charge, and 
again refit her for a receiving ship. The Colorado 
will then be ready for a cruise, after slight repairs of 
course. About 500 employés are on the rolls. 
Throngs of unemployed men surround the gate, ex- 
pecting employment. A large force of men will pro- 
bably soon be employed, and it will be a measure of 
great relief to the many starving mechanics. 

Tur Philadelphia correspondent of the N. Y. Times! 
says: It was in the admirable exposition made by the 
Government and in the portion set aside to the Navy 
that I came unexpectedly on an illustration of what 
I referred to in a former letter, namely, that the fore- 
and-aft sail, which seems now to be driving out the 
square sail—witness the increasing number of three- 
masted schooners—was originally only a modification 
of the square sail. A complete copy of a French 
man.of-war, the Danté, built about the year 1600, and 
exhibited by the Navy Department, has on the 
mizzenmast a regular lug sail, that is to say, instead 
of the gaff and boom of what is called the “ spanker” 
—the mainsail of a sloop—there is one large yard 
swung to the mizzen top, with one end fastened 
down on deck between main and mizzen masts. On 
the other hand, it is hardly fair to say that the exhi- 
bition is wanting in the Newport sailing craft, pre- 
viously alluded to, which shows a close descent from 
Norwegian and North of England forerunners, The 
Government exhibition contains a model of a New- 
port sea sail-boat, and also of a “ Block Islander,” a 
boat which probably comes as near the craft used by 
the early Norsemen as anything wecan show this 
side of the water. But both these boats use the 
fore-and-aft sail without a hint of the step which we 
see being taken in the old French frigate. Steam 
will probably give the last blow to square sails, and 
even drive them from their present lingering place 
on the yards of ships, barks, and brigs. They are 
safe, but very slow, and take a large crew to handle 





them, It looks as if the ocean were to be divided 
henceforth between steamers and fore-and-aft 
schooners,

Befcre a Naval General Court-murtial, convened at 
the Navy-yard at Mare Island, Ual., on the 31st day of 
May, 1876, by order of the Secretary of the Navy, 
was arreigned and tried Bancroft Gherardi, a captain 
in the United States Navy, upon the charge of “ causing 
punishment forbidden by law to be inflicted on per- 
sons in the Navy ;” which charge consists of sixteen 
specifications, each setting forth one individual case. 
Nine of these specifications are found proven, and 
of the Charge the accused is found ‘ Guilty.” 

SENTENCE. 

‘* And the Court doves therefore sentence the said 
Bancroft Gherardi, a captain in the Navy, to be 
suspended from cuty for two years, and to be publicly 
reprimanded in General Orders by the Hon. Secretary 
of the Navy.” 

The Secretary of the Navy reluctantly approves the 
proceedings, finding and sentence, because he dcems 
the sentence inadequate to the crime proven. 

In reprimanding Captain Gherardi, the Secretary 
of the Navy reminds him, and the service at large, 
that no officer should abuse his lawful authority ; far 
less should any officer set the example, as in this case, 
of a wilful and deliberate violation of law—of laws 
enacted to prevent the infliction of cruel and barbarous 
forms of punishment. No commander of a naval 
vessel who thus sets the example of misconduct, can 
expect to secure the respect or obedience of the officers 
and men who are placed under his command, or the 
confidence of the Navy Department. 

Captain Bancroft Gherardi, U. 8. Navy, will, in 
conformity with his sentence, be suspended from duty 
for two years from the date of this Order. 

It is further ordered, that this General Order be read 
at all Navy-yards, Naval Stations, and on board every 
naval vessel in commission.

TURKISH AND SERVIAN FORCES. 


E are indebted to Brevet Major Gepveral M. C. 
MEIGs, Quartermaster-Gen., U. 8. A., for the 
statistics which follow, showing the relative military 
strength of the Turks and the insurgent provinces 
with which they are engaged in hostilities. The 
statistics were those of last year, but the change has 
not been sufficient since then to greatly alter the 
figures. 

The Ottoman empire has a complete military 
organization. By law, this organization ought to be 
completed in 1878, but it is to be apprehended that 
political and financial difficulties will defer this com- 
pletion to a much later date. The territory of the 
empire is divided into six great divisions for army 
corps (the Guard, the Danubian, the Roumelian, the 
Anatolian, the Syrian and the Arabian.) The usual 
organization ef these army corps is as follows: 6 or 7 
regiments of infantry, each containing 3 battalions of 
8 companies each; 6 battalions of chassevrs, of 8 
companies; 4 regiments of cavalry, of 6 squadrons 
each ; and 1 regiment of artillery, of 15 batteries. 

The peace strength is only 3-5 of the war estav- 
lishment. In case of mobilization, these troops are 
brigaded according to circumstances, and the full 
complement is made up from men of the first reserve 
(ihtijat), and the whole of the mobilized army of the 
line then contains 177,7)% men, classified as follows, 
viz. : Infantry, 136,385; Cavalry, 24,650; Artillery, 
14,001. This army would then need 37,265 horses 
and 552 guns. The pieces of artillery are partly on 
the Prussian system of steel, and partly of bronze, 
and rifled on the French system. In support of 
these troops for active operations are the troops of 
the reserve, consisting of the 2nd reserve (redif) and 
the ist reserve (ihtijat), not incorporated into the 
army. The skeleton organization of these troops 
exists in time of peace. It should comprise alto- 
gether 19,585 men, and these reserves will nearly 
double the whole body of troops of the active army. 
There are 44 regiments of reserved infantry, 8 of ar- 
tillery, of engineer troops, of administration, etc. 

In each of the six military divisions is to be organ- 
ized in time of war a reserve army corps, containing 
the same number of regiments and battalions as the 
similar corps in the army of operation. The total 
number of men enrolled in this last category of re- 
serves amounts altogether to 235,965 men. To these 
reserves are to be added ihe irregular troops, bashi- 
bazouks, spahis, bedouins, whose total numbers 
amount to 30,000 footmen, 15,000 horsemen. And 
finally, in case of extreme peril or of invasion of the 
empire, the levy en masse is ordered of the municipal 
guard (or mustafiz), which comprises all the able- 
bodied men who have completed their term of ser- 
vice in the army or in the reserve, and who have not 
attained the age of 40 years. This levy would pro- 
duce 300,000 men at least, but it is unorganized in 
time of peace. 

Tbe Roumanian and Servian armies are altogether 
new creations. At first organized after the French 
models and instructed by officers who had studied in 
France, they seem now to incline to adopt for their 
type of organization the Prussian system. These 
two nations have thus obtained, at least on paper, 
very high figures for their available military re- 





sources. In Roumania, there ought to be: Infantry, 
100 battalions; Cavalry, 74 squadrons; Artillery, 16 
batteries; giving a total effective of 127,738 men. 


troops here enumerated as able to participate in the 
defence of the country, are militia or guards of sup- 
ply depots, whose organization has been, at least 
until lately, incomplete. Still, improvement is re- 
cognized in the solidity of these two armies. They 
have made judicious use of their disposable contin- 
gents, they have divided them into classes in a ra- 
tional manner, and are exerting themselves to com- 
plete their instructions. 


Tar ENGINEER Office has published the third of the 

six volumes which will compose Lieut. WHEELER’s 
first report on the results of the survey under his 
charge. It contains the reports of the geologists who 
had been attached to his surveying parties, and it is 
one of the most important works that America bas 
produced, in a field of science which has been culti- 
vated in this country with peculiar success. Great 
advances in the study of mountain structure have 
been made in surveying the West, and are clearly 
explained by Mr. C. K. Gitpert, who has been for 
years the scientific assistant of Lieut. WHEELER. 
Volcanic phenomena are also exhibited there on a 
scale unknown elsewhere. The erosion of rocks has 
gone on, and is still in progress on such dimensions, 
and by methods so simple, that the geologist is able 
to trace the grandest effects step by step back to in- 
significant beginnings, and learn the whole process. 
In the production of fossil remains the west has been 
for many years a happy hunting ground for the 
palaeontologist. Forms not only new, but supplying 
most singular and unexpected links in the chain of 
animal development, such as the successively ex- 
panded species of the horse, first with four, then 
with three, then one toe, have been dug up, and now 
are known and frequently spoken of in every land 
enlightened enough to care for science. A system of 
vast lakes once covering the now dry and sandy 
plains has been worked out on the evidence of fos- 
sils and the character of the rocks, and those who 
give attention to these pursuits are now able to re- 
store not only the life but the landscape of an era 
long passed away. 

These are great results. There was a time when 
the singular forms of animal life, living or extinct, in 
Australia amazed the world, as they were one by one 
discovered. But we think that no part of the globe 
has yielded in a short time such stores of knowledge 
and novelty in many branches of science as the 
great plains of this continent. This volume bears 
ample testimony to the importance of Ijeutenant 
WHEELER’s survey, and to the ability with which it 
is carried on. 

The Engineer Department has also published the 
geological volume of Captain (now Colonel) J. N. 
Macoms’s report of the expedition made by him in 
1859, from Santa Fé to the junction of the Grand and 
Green rivers; and also the full report of Captain 
(now Colonel) J. H. Snapson’s exploration for a new 
wagon route from Camp Floyd, Utah, to Genoa, in 
Carson Valley, made like the other in 1859. The 
geologist who accompanied Captain MacomB was 
Prof. NEwBERRY, who had served in the same ca- 
pacity on other Government expeditions. The long

delay, due to the war, in publishing this volume has 
made it somewhat out of date, but the observations 
of so accomplished a student as Prof. NEWBERRY are 
never valueless, and this report will de an acceptable 
aid in pushing the more systematic surveys now in 
progress. Captain Simpson’s report is an itinerary 
of the route by two roads marked out, one say- 
ing 254 and the other 283 miles over the old Hum- 
boldt River wagon road. He discusses at some 
length the subject, which has proved so fruitful of 
disputes, of Fremont’s longitude determinations, 
The confusion, wrangling and doubt which have 
sprung up from the old method of successive, un- 
connected expeditions are, we hope, set at rest by the 
newer plan of a comprehensive survey, and we trust 
the Government will adhere to the latter plan until 
our whole country has been properly examined and 


mapped. 


Tue order, in the disguise of a letter, to General 
SHERMAN, from the Secretary of War, which we last 
week published, seems to us without either reason 
or excuse other than that of political expedi- 
eucy. That every law upon the statute book 
should be rigidly enforced; that every right guaran- 
teed to any citizen—black or white, red, yellow or 
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mixed—should be guarded against interference, can- 
not be questioned ; and that the Army, the Navy, 
and, if need be, the Militia, should be held in readi- 


* ness to maintain to the fullest extent the authority of 


the Government, is as little to be doubted, But it 
seems hardly necessary to publicly warn General 
SHERMAN, or the Army through him, that they are 
expected to hold themselves in readiness to obey the 
orders of the Executive in enforcing the laws. Do 
they not always do this? Have they not without a 
murmur devoted themselves, where their orders re- 
quired it, to the disagreeable business of ‘‘still- 
hunting” as cheerfully as they have gone to their 
death in @efence of the frontier against its Captain 
Jacks or Sirtinc Butts? To make unnecessary 
public proclamation of the fact, on the eve of an ex- 
citing election, that the Army must expect to be used 
to protect the right of suffrage, is to subject the 
Army most unnecessarily to the shafts of partisan 
and hostile criticism. This has been the effect of the 
order, or letter, we refer to, and we entirely fail to 
see what justification it has from a military point of 
view. Whoever is to be the next President, Haygs, T1L- 
DEN, or PETER Cooper, the Army expect to obey his 
orders, loyally, zealously, and without mental reserv- 
ation; and they may reasonably ask that they be 
not, even by implication, dragged into the arena of 
partisan politics, while the change impends. Each 
officer is entitled to his opinion and his vote, but as 
an institution the Army is neither Republican or 
Democratic, Northern or Southern. 


Two excellent measures were proposed by the 
House during the session just closed, but failed in 
the Senate; viz.: for the tranfer of the Indian and 
Pension bureaus to the War Department. In regard 
to the transfer of the Indians Mr. SprincER said 
“the alternative was presented to the House of a 
defeat of the bill or a yielding to the demands of the 
Senate. The transfer of the management of Indian 
affairs from the Interior to the War Department was 
one of the most important measures of reform inau- 
gurated by this Mouse. It was estimated by our 
Committee on Appi priations that this reform would 
result in a saving to the Government of from three 
millions to five millions annually. For the Jailure of 
this important measure the Senate is alone responsi- 
ble.” In regard to the transfer of the Pension Bu- 
reau, Mr. RANDALL said: * Pension agencies which 
now cost annually $448,000, the Committe on Pen- 
sions report could be dispensed with and twenty 
efficient clerks divided equally among the four classes 
of clerks known to the law, at a cost of $30,000, 
could do the work as efficiently and with less delay 
than now occurs. The work, if under the War De- 
partment, could be done in the main by the retired 
officers of the Army, with one-halt pay in addition 
to present retired pay of such officers, and the amount 
of pay saved would be quite one-half. At present 
more than one-half is done at the Surgeon-General’s 
and Adjutant-General’s Offices.” 








THE SPRINGFIELD CARBINE, a8 at present con- 
structed, is evidently imperfect and not adapted to, 
the uses of our Cavalry. The most recent complaints 
come from the commanders of two regiments serving 
respectively in Texas and Wyoming. Major Reno, 
7th Cavalry, reports several radical defects which 
came under his notice at a critical moment, and Col. 
MackeEnzik, 4th Cavalry, has applied to have his 
regiment armed with the Winchester rifle, thereby 
preferring to transform his light horsemen into 
mounted infantry, rather than risk any more cam- 
paigns on the merits of the present carbine. 
connection we publish the views of the Ordnance 
Office on a letter from Capt. Remuy, Ordnance 
officer on Gen. SHERIDAN’s Staff, who comments on 
Col. Mackenzin’s request. The Ordnance Office fur- 
nishes the result of comparative tests of the Spring- 
field carbine and Winchester rifle now in use on the 
frontier. However, all the tests in the world made 
at Springfield will not weigh very heavily against 
actual field tests made by the troops. A short barrelled 
long range, light, strong, rifle, to be slung and carried 
like the present carbine, is wanted by the most 
active and essential part of our Army; that portion 
which is brought in closest contact with the Indians 
and which should be armed and equipped to have at 
least an equal chance for success with the enemy,

It is repre- 
sented that 800 or 1,000 can be sent inside of a week. 
Gen. Sherman, we are told, is willing. This is an 
admirable idea, and is extremely creditable to the 
gallant little band in question. They would make an 
admirable auxiliary to our infantry force, and it is 
by no means certain that their services will not be 
needed eventually. 








THE Seconp MassacuuseTts Infantry was one of 
Boston’s most precious and noble contributions to the 
late war.

Str: In your last issue you very justly endorsed the 
proposition to have a congress of those officers now 
on military duty at colleges some time in September, 
or as early thereafter as practicable. I am constrained 
to urge this matter still further after having heard the 
general and universally favorable expression of opinion 
ealled forth by the Jate notice. It is agreed upon all 
sides that the great drawback to the success of this 
very important step in military education is the lack 
vf unity in object and method which characterizes the 
systems as now adopted by those serving on this detail. 
We are severally working in the dark—ignorant for 
the most part of each other’s successes or failures, and 
until we can compare notes and adopt some general 
plan which -will suit the peculiarities of college life, 
the Military Department as a feature cannot hope to be 
a success in American institutions. 

Few appreciate the vast possibilities which may be 
realized by careful and judicious management of the 
thirty military colleges now coming into notice. The 
beginnings of the Academy at W est Point (now second 
to no military school in the world), were not any more 
prophetic of its present dignity than are the circum- 
stances in which these militury colleges find themselves 
earnest of their certain future. They constitute a 
special class, are unavoidably a part of our military 
system, educate yearly thousands of men who are to 
be the leaders of their generation, are generously 
endowed by the Government with small arms, light 
artillery, and in some cases with heavy artillery and 
signal equipments, and to render the success of the 
education more certain, have regular Army officers 
detuiled as free professors. Some of these colleges are 
themselves free, and all of them are open to any one 
who will embrace their opportunities. Who can say 
but that they will be in time to come the means of 
entrance into our Army of that civilian element which 
constitutes so large a part of its commission? That 
they will educate many of the soldiers of the future is 
certain, and it is incumbent upon those now in the 
military chairs at these colleges, to make their chances 
as broad as possible. This congress of professors then 
is important. There is considerable and arduous work 
to be done, and there is no time like the present. The 


college year is about to begin—let us inaugurate a] and the country. 


simple system applicable at all colleges, and test its 
feasibility. 

If the military future of our country is to be as 
wortby of America as her brief past has been, then « 
there is no better year to inaugurate and put on a firm 
basis this important feature of preparation than its 
Centennial one.

CUSTER AND THE INDIANS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sir: In these sad days of mourning over the death 
of General Custer and his heroic command, it is painful 
to read the heartless and unnecessary criticisms which 
have appeared in several of the public journals in re- 
gard to the Big Horn battle—comments which, while 
they give rise to many misgivings concerning the 
management of the enterprise, are in no measure 
founded on a knowledge of the circumstances which 
are not now and never can be known, are insulting to 
the memory of the dead soldier, and add greatly to the 
agony of bis broken-hearted wife and sorrowing friends. 
Supposing General Custer to have been guilty of rash- 
ress, and thereby the indirect cause of his own death 
and that of his comrades, is the incident unprecedented 
in the military history of the country that the press 
should cry for shame, and point the finger of scorn at 
the lifeless body of « soldier whose fighting renown 
was grea'er than that of any cavalry general in Europe 
this day ? For one such aflair as this, there were fifty 
massacres during our late civil war, and for the 
wretched imbecility by which they were brought about, 
the most powerfui advocate would have offered in vain 
a single excuse, one paliiating circumstance. If he 
lived, such blunders sometimes, although not always, 
reacted on the perpetrator; but when his own life went 
out with the rest, and his body was found far in front, 
it was thought that the fault was expiated, and over 
his rashness or ignorance the press of the country were 
wont to draw the mantle of a well-timed charity. He 
was an able and experienced Indian fighter, one who 
had beaten the Indians at their own game, and always 
in the face of great odds; and if in this instance the 
odds were heavier than usual, and General Custer was 
ignorant of the fact, or failed to acknowledge its sigoi- 
ficance, why apply such harsh and unmeaning words 
as ‘‘rashness,” ‘‘lacked judgment,” ‘‘ would never 
have made a good general if he had lived,” etc., etc., 
as though the country was to be congratulated ia losing 
from the Army List an oflicer who, if he had achieved 

in Europe, with a single division of cavzlry, all that he 
did while in the Army of the Potomac, would have 
been loaded with imperial honors, elevated to the 
highest rank, and set up as a cavalry god for all future 
cavalrymen to worship. Itis no sure sign of a good 
general that he can ascertain the strength of his adver- 
sary, and no gign of a poor one that he cannot. Such 
informaticn depends on a variety of circumstances 
which may, or may not, have place. A proximity to 
the enemy, more or less prolonged, is one condition on 
which such information, for the most part, depends, 
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and that is an element absolutely unknown in Indian 
warfare, which, to be successful, must wait for nothing 
when once the trail is fairly opened. 

That General Custer’s command was greatly out- 
numbered is admitted—the result has proved it; but 
in view of the “‘ peace policy” of Congress and the his- 
tory of all our Indian wars, this fact proves nothing, 
save the steady courage and discipline of our soldiers, 
the insufficiency of legislation, and beyond that is 
hardly worthy of notice. When have our officers and 
men ever met the Indians on equal terms? When 
have they ever met them save on unequal terms, and 
with greatly inferior numbers? If ‘I had the files of 
the JOURNAL before me I could point to a dozen In- 
dian battles and skirmishes fought within the past two 
years, by fragments of the Regular Army, varying from 
a squad of four men to a detachment of more than a 
regiment, and in every instance superiority of pumbers 
has been on the side of the Indiars. It is the rule and 
not the excep:ion to fight thus; a rule forced upon the 
Army by its wietched mismanagement in Congress, 
and an utter misundersianding of the entire Indian 
question ; and so imperative has this rule become that 
there is not an oflicer or soldier ic the Western country 
to-day, of any repute as an Indian fighter, or who 
hopes to win that honorable distinction, who would 
dare stave off a fight for the reasons now quoted as an 
evidence of the rashness, bad judgment and want of 
generalship of the lamented Custer. It is safe to say 
that there have been no campaigns of modern times 
more dangerous, more trying to courage and discipline, 
und certainly none more wholly unacknowledged and 
unrequited than those fought by our soldiers against 
the Indians, and if any evidence was needed to confirm 
the truth of what I write this last campaign would 
supply it. Members of the Indian peace policy con- 
vention at Philadelphia, when the news of Custer’s 
defeat was known, immediately sent despatches to the 
President counselling moderation (why, God only 
knows, as there has never been a case of immoderation), 
but no messages of help or sympathy to the wives and 
children of the dead. Press articles have cast suspicion 
on the abilities and judgment of General Custer, while 
other articles, as well as Congressional speeches, have 
been framed so as to create the impression that the 
Army is the cause of all the Indian difticulties, and 
wishes to prolong the savage warfare, wiicb, each 
year, separates officers and men from their homes and 
families, imperils their lives, and subjects them to all 
the privations and suffering of the severest campaigns. 
Mr. Editor, there should be an end of all this misre- 
presentation and injustice; there should be an end of 
this carping and lying, by means of which the people 
at large are deceived concerning the true position and 
sentiments of the Army, and its relation to the Indians 
With no class of our citizens are 
these Indian campaigns more deservedly unpopular 
than with the officers and soldiers, who perform their 
arduous duties on the plains with no motive or incen- 
tive beyond » sense of duty, and with the full con- 
sciousness that if they are faithful they will receive the 
abuse of the community at large. In times of great 
excitement over new topics, criticisms favorable and 
unfavorable may be expected, but the Indian question 
and the honors which spring from it are never new, 
and adverse criticisms should be confined to those who 
survive them. When, as on the bluffs of the Big 
Horn, every man dies in bis tracks, selling his life with 
a courage and skill which makes the death roll two to 
one in his favor, all disasters and mistakes of judgment 
should be buried with the heroic dead to whom be 
peace and praise forevermore. Yours truly,

Dear Sir: In your editorial of the 29th July, you 
remurk upon what appears to be my “persistency ” 
in criticising the Custer massacre, and I cannot but feel 
the justness of what you seem pained to say. In view 
of the unhappy attitude into which I had been forced, 
I could expect no less, nor did Il. I lorward to-day 
the Globe-Democrat of this city, containing my defence 
ugainst the slanders heaped upon me. Iu this you will 
observe that what appeared as persistence on my part 
was, in reality, not such. What good taste and my own 
feelings demanded was, that | should seek quiet rather 
than publicity, and tuis L hope to succeea in; but in 
the midst of our grief and excitement, we were over- 
run (literally) with reporters, anxious for means of 
creating sensation, ana you can readily understand 
that, in cur abnormal condition, many things were said 
which, however true in themselves, ought. not to have 
been spread before the public. I have made it the rule 
of my life 1o avoid any and every thing like notoriety, 
and especially newspaper notoriety; my whole career 
is an exemplification ot this fact. And yet I have been 
uvfortunately drawn before the public at a time when, 
of all others, I would most gladly have kepi out. 1 
will, therefore, take it as a special favor if you will re- 
produce in your next issue this letter of mine from the 
Globe-Democrat ;” and as that paper published only a 
synopsis of the letters which I Jaid before them, I en- 
close copies of the letters themselves, which 1 think 
are stronger than the mere synopsis—and if you agree 
with me in this, I would be glad to have you insert 
them in full. 1 have never before had an opportunity 
of throwing light upon this matter of the expedition

HISTORY OF THE ROMAN LEGIONS, 


Deduced from Cotemporary Coins, by Robert Morris, LL D., 
Secretary to the American Association of Numismatists. 
FIRST PAPER. 
CicERo in his oration, Pro rege Deiorato, says: ‘‘ So 
many and such honorable decrees of the Senate have 
been consigned to those monuments of the Roman 
people which, will length of days ever obliterate or 
oblivion so much as detace?” ‘To no class of ‘‘ monu- 
ments” does this eloquent passage apply so nearly as to 
coins and medals. And althongh in the time of 
Cicero, B. c. 47, this method of perpetuating the 
glorious deeds of a people had not been put into use so 
extensively as afterwards, yet the medallic history of 
Rome, even at that day, was full of instruction. 
From ,Augustus Cesar (B. c. 34, to A. D. 14), to 
Julian the Apostate (A. D. 351-3), there are but few im 
portant events in the history of that restless people, of 
which some hint is not found upon the field of coins, 
gold, silver, or bronze. During certain reigns, as 
Hadrian (A. D. 117-138), and Commodus (A. p. 180-192), 
the use of the current coins for medallic history was 
immensely extended, even Gibbon confessing, as to 
the former, that ‘‘ were his written history lost we 
could trace it in his coins in inscriptions.” 
Among the numerous topics connecied with the civil 
and military histury of Rome, delineated upon coins, 
I have found many passages that reflect light upon the 
‘*Origin and History of toe Roman Legions,” passages 
which interpreted into the language of to-day must, [ 
think, prove interesting to your readers. Accompanied 
by cuts of the coins, or still better by the original 
specimens themselves, the subject would, of course, be 
more entertaining; but I hope, by diligence in descrip- 
tion, to make myself understood. 
lt is unnecessary to say here that the Legions of Rome 
were at first known by their numbers. In addition to 
these, many of them had titles, local or honorary, as 
the Theban Legion, the Thundering Legion, and the 
like. But these matters will properly fall into their 
places as we proceed. 
The best connected series of legionary coin-inscrip- 
tions that has come under my observation, is found 
upon some twenty silver coins of the Emperor Galli- 
enus (A. D. 260 268), and in the present papers I shall 
confine myself chiefly to them. My authority is 
Vaillant’s work in three volumes, published in Latin in 
1743, styled Numismata Imperatorum Romanorum, etc. 
He gives facts relative to the legionary names, ages, 
explvits, and the symbolisms of their standards in the 
most lucid form. 


THE FIRST LEGION—THE ADJUTRIX. 


The coin devoted to this has, like all the rest, the 
portrait and titles of the Emperor upon the front 
(obverse) side. The general style is IMP GALLIENVS 
AVG ; for Imperator Gallienus Augustus. Size of the 
coin, something under the Federai 20 cent piece. It 
is of silver. ‘Che inscription upon the rear (reverse) 
side of this coin is, LEG I ADI VI P vi F; for Legis 
Prima Adjutriz Sextum Pia, Sextum Fidelis. The num- 
bering of the Legions, as hinted above, refers to the 
order in which they were constituted. But when their 
ranks were diminished from any cause, the larger part 
were termed First (Primal), etc., from tie places of 
enlistments, and then naturally followed the cogno- 
mens. This first Legion, termed Adjutrix (‘‘ the As- 
sistant”), was instituted by Galba (a. D. 68) in Rome, 
as an auxiliary to himself. Tacitus, the Roman his- 
torian {about A. D. 98), who defines the word Adjutriz 
in its military sense as ‘‘ the title of a Legion levied in 
a province for the re-enforcement of the army,” says 
of this First Legion, “ it had not been led into the 
field previously, but was ferocious and greedy to ac- 
quire honorable renown.” 

The legionary device of this Legion (the ‘‘ Corps 
Army Badge,” of the American Corps is perhaps a 
parallel care), was the Goat. However this animal 
may suggest to us trivial thoughts, the goat in the 
symbolisms of the ancients was an augury of good 
rortune. The Emperor Galba having been born under 
the constellation known by that name (Capricornus), 
it was peculiarly proper to adopt it as the ensign of his 
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The inscription Sextum Pius, Sextum Fidelis (“for the | 


sixth time, the Dutiful; for the sixth time, the Faith- 
ful ”), refers so evidently to the loyalty of this Legion 
to the Emperor and the State, that I need not enlarge 
upon it. A nation whose very existence depended 
upon the fidelity of its soldiers (is not this the case -with 
every nation?), was not wanting in expression of grati- 
tude to itsarmy. A column of your JouRNAL would 
scarcely suffice for the laudatory expressions made 
officially to the soldiers upon Roman coins. The 
most common of these are Fides Hzercituum, *‘ the 
fidelity of the armies;” Consensus Exercituum, ‘the 
harmony of the armies;” Concoraia Hrercituum, ‘‘ the 
concord of the armies;’ Fides Hxrercitus, “ the fidelity 
of the army;” Fides Militum, “ the fidelity of the sv}- 
diers,” etc, As current coins were so many tracts, fly 
sheets, medals, advertisements, army orders in brief, 
it is pleasant to imagine the satisfaction with which a 
veteran Legion, striving on the borders of the Empire— 
uneasy, perhaps rebellious—would handle a new batch 
of coins sent them, fresh from the mint, and glowing 
with public praises like these! 


THE FIRST LEGION—THE AUGUSTA. 


This Legion appears to have been a new one in the 
time of Gallienus (A. p. 260-268), and therefore bears 
his own name Augusta, “ the Legion of Augustus,” or 
‘*the Emperor’s own.” (The reader will bear in mind 
that the word Zegio is feminine, and demands a cor- 
responding termination for its adjectives, etc.) In the 
enumeration of the Legions by Augustus Cesar (n. c. 
31 to A. D. 14), this Legion is not included, nor does 
it appear in the Army Registers of Galba (A. D. 68) or 
Septimius Severus, a. D. 193 to 211). Itis to be pre- 
sumed, therefore, that the Prima Legio Augusta was 
levied: by Gallienus as above suggested, and has its 
cognomen as though under Imperial authority (swb im- 
perante). This coin is silver. Its inscription is, LEG 1 
AVG VI P VI F; that is Legio Prima Augusta, Sextum 
Pius, Sectum Fidelis, The translation is given above. 
It suggests the 6th year of the Emperor’s reign (A. D. 
265), and the continued loyalty of the soldiers upon 
which his safety depended. 

The opinion that the Prima Legio Augusta was part 
of the Imperial Body-Guard, is confirmed by the de- 
vice or badge of this Legion, viz., the god Mars, deity 
of strife, ruler of combats, worshipped by Roman sol- 
diers, and particularly by Gallienus, who erected one 
altar to Mars in the Flaminian Circus at Rome, as we 
see upon another coin of his which has Deo Marti, ‘‘ to 
the god Mars” upon them, and the image of the temple 
itself. On the coin we are describing, the god Mars 
stands terrible with spear and shield. 

THE FIRST LEGION—THE ITALIAN. 

There were three Legions bearing this cognomen. 
One was levied during the second Punic War (B. c. 
218 to 201). A second served under Julius Cesar, 
dictator, among the Gauls (about B. c. 50). 3ut as 
that one stood neutral in the muster of the Legions by 
Augustus, wuo disbanded the greater part of the older 
Legions, and formed the veterans into colonies in 
Italy, we must refer the one before us to the time of 
Nero (A. D. 54-68). He gave it the title Legio Italien 
(‘‘the Italian Legion”), because it was composed of 
italian soldiers. Tacitus, in giving its history, says, 
‘fit was removed from the province of London (Lug 
dunum) to command the province of the Celts” 
(Celtarum). 

The device of this Legion was the Boar. This ani- 
mal pertains to Hercules, whom the Celts, to whom the 
Legion was sent, profoundly worshipped. 

The coin is silver. Its inscription is, LEG I ITAL VI 
Pvi¥. This explication will be obvious to the reader 

Another coin was struck in honor of the First 
Italian Legion, but with the numerals vit instead of vr. 
This suggests the important fact that the Legions were 
accustomed cvery year to renew their military oath 
( fidei sacrameniun ; militiae sacramentum). The sub- 
stitution of Seplanum for Sextum settles the date of the 
coin to the seventh year of the reign of Gallienus, 
viz., A.D. 266. Instead of the emblem of the 
Boar, as we saw above, the (Goat is substituted. 
This, however, is common enough in the history of the 
Roman Legions, which often asked permission to 
change their Legionary attributions or symbols. 

It will, perhaps, come in place here to explain that 
a Roman Legion complete was an Army Division. It 
consisted of fen cohorts, each having 420 men, to 
which were added 320 horse. Each Legion bore for 
its standard the Hagle (aquila), adopted afterwards by 
various great commanders down to the time of Na- 
poleon. The Legion was commanded by a Legatus, or 
Lieutenant-General. Of these the Legion had two, 
who commanded the wings respectively. ‘‘The Le- 
gions were numbered,” says Anthon, ‘‘ according to 
the order of enrolment, or named after the founder 
(‘Claudian,’ etc.), or after certain deities (‘ Martia,’ 
*Minervia,’ etc.)” 

THE FIRST LEGION—THE MINERVIAN. 

This coin is silver. Its inscription is, LEG I MIN VI 
PVIF; that is, Legio Prima, Minervia Sexrtum Pia, 
Sertum Fidelis. The attribution, or device, is Minerva 
standing ; in her right hand the Roman Gloriola, or 
image of victory ; in her left, the spear and shield. 

This Legion was levied by the Emperor Dowitian 
(A.D. 81-96). He paid peculiar honors to the goddess 
Minerva, as we discover upon his coins, and desired 
that this Legion should assume the title of Minervia. 
Under the Emperor Septimius Severus (\.p. 193-211), 
the Army Register announced the musteriog of. four 
Primae Legiones (** First Legions”), and the same thing 
occurs, a8 we have just seen, under Gallienus.

ARMS FOR OUR CAVALRY. 
SPRINGFIELD V. WINCHESTER. 


Tue following ofticial reports with reference to the 
complaints made by cavalry officers on the Springfield 
carbine, are published as interesting and as additional 
to the letter of Major Reno to the Chief of Ordnance on 
the same.subject, published in the JouRNAL, Aug. 19:

Chief of Ordnance, Washington, D. U.: 

Sir: As telegraphed to you to-day, Colonel Macken- 
zie requested Winchester rifies for the Fourth Cavalry. 
I informed the Lieutenant-Generul that we did not 
furnish these arms, but that by using the rifle cartridge 
in the carbine some causes of complaint would be re- 
moved; or,if this was not sufficient, the calibre .45 
rifle could be issued to replace the carbine, thus mak- 
ing the regiment mounted infantry. The Lieutenant- 
General awaits Colonel Mackenzie’s arrival here before 
taking decided action in the case. I quote this as an 
illustration of the dissatisfaction with the carbine; and 
while it is impossible to gratify all the caprices of 
officers, yet the very general complaints at the ineffi- 
ciency of the carbine must be based on some real 
grounds. Its defects are inaccuracy and short range. 
It may be said that it is not expected to be as complete 
as the rifle in these respects, but the nature of our 
cavalry service demands equal capabilities in both 
arms, and I think this can be obtained by adopting, 
instead uf the carbine, a longer arm, of the dimensions 
of the officers’ model of Springfield (sporting) rifle and 
using the 70-grain cartridge in it. 1 would suggest 
setting the front and rear sights as far apart as possible, 
the rear sight being on the top of the small of the 
stock. In general, T woul suggest getting out of the 
gun everything possible, running the arm to its extreme 
limits of range and accuracy. ‘his model should also 
be provided with a ramrod, to remove cartridge shells 
which the extractor fails to eject, and to clean the arm.

For Captain Reilly’s information I would state that 
the most powerful Winchester rifle for frontier service 
carries a cartridge of 40 grains of powder and 200 
graius of lead; the extreme range for which this arm 
is sighted is 300 yards. ‘The cartridge of the Spring- 
field carbine contains 55 grains of powder and 400 
grains of lead, and is sighted for an extreme range of 
1,300 yards. ‘The penetration of the Winchester rifle, 
in pine, at a distance of 100 yards, is less than one half 
of that of the Springfield carbine at the same distance, 
and not so much as the penetration of the latter arm at 
the distance of one-half a mile. i hope in the course 
of to-day or to-morrow to forward a report of a very 
careful test of the Winchester rifle now used on the 
frontier. 

As regards a ramrod for the carbine, I can only say 
that it has always been customary to issue wooden rods 
with carbines, in the ratioof one toten. It would 
appear from late experience that every carbine should 
be provided with a rod. I would recommend for this 
purpose a rod made in sections, screwed or hinged 
together after the manner of the one submitted from 
this Armory March 15, 1875, and referred to in my 
letter of that date. Such a rod could be easily carried 
in the soldier’s pocket, or in some part of his equip- 
ment. The changes proposed by Captain Reilly of 
lengthening the barrel, affixing to it a ramrod, and 
changing the position of the sights would require much 
time and expense to accomplish. Before making such 
very important changes in the model of any arm, the 
opinions of officers from the field should be submitted 
to a Board to test their practicability and desirability. 
Knowing the Springfield nfle and carbine to be more 
powerful and accurate than any arms of their kind 
ever before issued to our troops, I am at a loss to 
understand the ‘* general complaints of their ineffi- 
ciency” to which Captain Reilly refers. I have care- 
fully examined many of the bi-monthly reports, where 
commanders of companies are required not only to re- 
port their opinions of the arms in their charge, but to 
specify in detail each and every defect of arms and 
ammunition that comes under their observation. So 
far as I know the complaint of inefficient range has 
not been made in a single instance in the nine years 
that the Springfield system has been in use. On the 
coutrary, a reduction of the charge has been asked for 
on the ground of severe recoil. I hope that Ordnance 
otticers serving with troops will make persona) investi- 
‘gations into all complaints of defects of arms and 
ammunition, and that specimens of defective arms and 
ammunition will be forwarded to this Armory for fur- 
ther examination. It is important to know whether 
the trouble is in the arm or in the ammunition, or in 
both. I would also call attention to the importance of 
officers reporting, in their bi-monthly reports, the date 
of the fabrication of the ammunition. Tois point 
seems to have been omitted, in some instances, when 
it had a very important bearing in investigating causes 
of the defects complained of.

Sir: I have the honor to submit ‘the following re- 
port of trials with a new Winchester repeating rifle 
purchased for use at this post. This rifle, model of 
1873, weighs 8.6 lbs.; loaded and with its magazine 
filled, in all fifteen cartridges, it weighs 9.27 1bs. As 
originally received it was only sighted up to 300 yards. 
During the trial a sight graduated from 100 to 
yards was received from the manufactory. It was 
fired for accuracy at 100, 800, 500, and 900 yards; for 
penetration at 100 yards; and for initial velocity. The 
results obtained are tabulated below in comparison 
with those obtained by firing six new Springfield car- 
bines, using both rifle and carbine cartridges. ‘ 

The attempt to get a target at 900 yards was a failure; 
twenty-six shots being fired without hitting the target 
(12’ square,) using different elevations and firing both 
to right and left. These are believed to have fallen 
short, as the marker stationed behind the,target could 
not see any of them strike the water, nor could he hear 
them pass his station. In rapid firing, using the 
magazine, there is no certainty that the cartridges ris- 
ing from below will enter the chamber, as is evident 
from an inspection of the two herewith submitted. 
The,bullet strikes on the end of the chamber, is upset 
and sometimes wedged so as to require several minutes 
to extract it. A sliding lid covers the opening in 
which the carrier block rises and falls; the groove in 
which the lid slides weakens the side frame at top so 
that aslight blow will bend it over the opening and 
prevent the working of the carrier biock.

GENERAL Rosser replies at length to the letter ad- 
dressed to him by Colonel Reno, of the 7th Cavalry, 
and which we published in the JournaL, Aug. 12th. 
In substance his letter isa criticism upon Reno for 
dismounting and taking to the timber, when his “‘ loss 
was little or nothing.” He says: Ya had an open 
field for cavalry operations, and believe that if 
you had remained in the saddle and charged boidly 
into the village, the shock upon the Indians would 
have been so great that they would have been com- 
pelled to withdraw their attacking force from Custer, 
who, when relieved, could have pushed his comm-nd 
through to open ground, where he could have manwu- 
vred lis command, and thus greatly have increased his 
chances of success.” General Rosser presents his 
theory of the engagement, accompanied by an explana- 
tory map, and says: 

At the verge of a high bank, the deep stream below, a vast city 
of Indians before him, your cominand retreating and the [n- 
dians rapidly accumulating in his frontand on his flanks, Custer 
was forced to countermarch and begin his retreat, which he at- 
tempted in column of comparies. The companies of ‘l'om Cus- 
ter and Captain Smith, being first in advance and last in the 
retreat, fell first in the slaughter which followed this retrograde 
movement, and were found as I have marked the line on the 
map.

Our heroic Laurens 
said: ‘Our Chief must command; it is our cause, and the 
battle is on our soil.’  ‘ C’est umpossible,’ exclaimed the 
Frenchman; ‘by the etiquette of the French service 
the Count de Rochambeau, being an old Lieutenant- 
General, can only be commanded by the King in per- 
son, or a Maréchal de France.’ ‘Then,’ exclaimed 
Laurens, ‘ make our Washington a Maréchal de France, 
and the difficulty is at anend.’ It wasdone. A friend 
of mine heard Washington spoken of as Monsieur le 
Maréchal at the siege of Yorktown. Our beloved 
Washington never coveted or desired rank or title; but 
it is beyond a doubt that, from the force of circum- 
stances just related, the rank and title of Marechal de 
France was conferred upon the General-in-Chiet of the 
combired armies of America and France,”

Mrrragy InstRvcTION.—We Lave received a very hand- 
some prospectus of the California MMlitary Academy, Oak- 
land, Cal. From it we extract the following statement 
which will express the purpose of the institution : 

** The military system of drilling and’ discipline has been 
adopted to secure physical culture, promptness, decision 
of movement, erect carriage, submission to comstituted 
authority, presence of mind, ability to govern, and the re- 
pression of the tendency to rudeness, natural to an assem- 
bly of boys., The daily routine of a military post, is ob- 
served, which secures to every cadet an opportunity to 
form accurate business habits. It is obligatory upon every 
cadet tu attend the daily military exercises as a regular part 
of the academic course. Physical deformity and sickness 
are the only grounds of excuse. . . The real object of 
military discipline in the Academy is not to make soldiess 
only of the students, but to give them strength of body, 
vigor of constitution, and manliness of beaying ; to fit them 
not merely for the field of battle, but for all employments 
and departments of life which demand vigor, energy and 
endurance. The promptness, accuracy. and general habits 
ot order and precision to which cadets are trained, together 
with the steady cultivation of fidelity, honesty, and courte- 
sy, a8 essential to military excellence, have also been found 
of incalculable value, in fitting them for ali professional and 
business pursuits. The military drill does not encroach 
upon study hours, but occupies time usually given to recre- 
ation, which is often wasted by students. The Legislature 
ot the State of Calitornia passed an act February 20, 1872, 
in which provision is made, lst. To commission the com- 
mandant of this Academy as Major in the National Guard 
of California ; and 2d. To furnish the cadets with arms and 
accoutrements.”

RHODE ISLAND. 


Fiast Licut Inrantry.—The lease which this regiment 
has so many years held of their armory on Dorrence street, 
Providence, having expired, this time-honored command 
has taken new quarters in the Hoppin Homestead Building, 
on Westminster street, lately finished, and which is well 
adapted to their use. 1t is built of Ohio stone, and is one 
of fine architectural beauty, having a large and elegantly 
finished front entrance, with elevator and stairs of easy 
ascent to headquarters, armory andfcompany rooms. The 
rooms are on the third floor aud are 24 by 47. The reading 
room, on the southwest corner, commands a fine view of 
Westminster Hill and High Stone; the walls are tastefully 
hung with pictures and relics presented to the command 
from time to time. Opening out of this room is headquar- 
ters ; also on front of building the walls are tinely decorated 
with pictures of military organizations, past officers of the 
regiment, and mirrors, making the room very attractive. 
The room is lighted by three large windows, furnishing 
ample light by day, and in the centre of ceiling hangs the 
huge glass chandslier, and on the sides bronze jets which 
have been in possession of the regiment for so many years. 
The company rooms and armory are on opposite side of 
entry which divides building east and west. The armory 
contains black walnut musket rack, capacity 200 muskets ; 
armorer’s bench, lathe, vice, etc., and is used as drum corps 
headquarters. This room is well lighted by three large 
windows. The next two rooms are occupied each by two 
companies—B and C one and C and D the other. In these 
rooms are equipment cases, seats covered with red leather, 
captain’s desk, orderly boards, etc. The companies are 
fitting up their rooms at their own expense, being only 
temporary quarters until the regiment gets into its new 
armory, which is to be built by the First Light Intantry 
Building Association. Ground will be broken this fall, and 
it is hoped the building will be completed in two years. 
The rooms are heated by steam, and furnished with water 
and basins, water closets, etc. Great praise is awarded to 
Lieutenant-Colonel Ezra B. Bullock for his untiring energy 
in getting the regiment so nicely quartered. The regiment 
will now, as in the fall, be obliged to have battalion and 
regimental drills out-of-doors, the rooms being scarcely 
large enough for company drills. Regular drills of com- 
pany and battalion begin about September 1. A historical 
sketch of the First’s excursion to Philadelphiahas been writ- 
ten by Daniel F. Hayden, Esq., of Providence, R. I. It is 
written in an easy, comprehensive style, and will prove of 
interest to all friends of the Rhode Island Infantry.

‘The monument 
is an ornate structure of Maine granite, forty-four feet 
high, ornamented and surmounted with marble and bronze 
statues, bearing tablets containing the names of Bridge- 
port soldiers aud sailors who died in the service.

MASSACHUSETTS. 





A Crack RearmeEnt, 1861-65.—Early in the spring of 1861 the 
work of raising, supporting, and organizing the Second regiment, 
Massachusetts Volunteer Infantry, began, under the direction of 
Major George H. Gordon, who became its colonel. The hearty 
co-operation of Goy. Andrew, and the liberal contributions of 
money by rich and influential citizens of Boston, carried on the 
project with success, till the command was accepted as the first 
three yeary’ regiment in the field. Colonel Gordon (afterwards 
brevet major-general), was a graduate of West Point, and was 
wounded in the Mexican war in which he served with distinction, 
He was a martinet; in bearing, a thorough soldier, with an im- 
perious and haughty manuer and exercising that absolute power, 
the prerogative of commanding officers, with an iron hand. 

was & magnetic commander, inspired those

confidence and a certain sense of fear. The Lieutenant Colonel 
was Geo. L. Andrews (afterwards general). He graduated 
at the head of his class at West Point, and afterwards served 
theré as an instructor for several terms, and is at this writing a 
professor at West Point. Lieutenant-Colonel Andrews was even 
more exacting than Colonel Gordon in his attentiun to details, 
and added not less than the latter to the efficiency of the regi- 
ment. He was the embodiment of the most 
regulations himself, and discountenanced any thing less than 
this among the young officers under bis instruction and his all- 
seeing eye. This was a severe school for the young gen 

who were carefully selected by Gordon from among the best 
families im Boston to fill the ;oritions in the line. But they 
came forward with their hearts us fully in the work as were 
those of their mothers, fathers, sisters, wives and sweethea: 
who so bravely gave them up and enco them. They 
their social reputations to sustain, and were to { 
themselves in their duties no matter how hard the task. The 
task was no easy one, what with hard study, daily recitations, 
constant drills, Groene pence’ instruction, and no allowance 
made for mistakes. ious punishments were provided for 
enlisted men in case they dared to commit the slightest fault, 
but officers were woe pe under any circumstances to err. 
The Major of the ent was Wilder ht of Boston (after- 
wards mortally wounded as ere ype a young man of 
rare ability and natural aptitude for the tary t. There 
was at this early period absolutely no social intercourse between 
the field officers and the line, and it was not until later that a 
senior captain even would venture to make a remark to a field 
officer unless first addressed by him. All this was not lost upon 
the enlisted man, who is a keen observer of the conduct of his 
superiors, and thereby was the line officer better able to sustain 
the necessary gulf between himself and the men, and to enforce 
proper discipline. ‘ Discipline,” says Carlyle, is “a kind of 
miracle; in fact,’’ he continues, *“‘is it not miraculous how one 
man moves hundreds of thousands; each unit of whom it may 
be loves him not, and singly fears him not, yet has to obey him 
to go hither to go thither, to march and halt, to give death and 
even to receive it, as if a fate had spoken; and the word of com- 
mand becomes almost in the literal sense, a ic word?” 

The enlisted men were cumposed in the main of an intelligent 
class of patriotic citizens recruited in different towns through- 
out the State. It cannot be forgotten that these men made 
same 8 and were encouraged in the same spirited and 
patriotic manner by those nearest and dearest to them, as were 
the richest aud most influential who obtained commissions. 
Certainly thie first offer of precious lives for the sacrifice filled 
the ranks of the first call for three years with the most intelli- 
gent soldiery that ever marched to battle. How nobly these men 
sustained the honor of the re; ent may be seen bys list of the 
losses and the re-enlistment of the command, and other facts too 
numerous to mention at this writing. From this mate: 
men were selected like cards from a pack. to be manufactured 
into non-commissioned officers, by means of the discipline 
machine, which was running night and day at top-speed, and 
kept vigilantly oiled and wonderfully polished. A superb stand 
of colors with embroidered stars, and staff ornamented with 
solid goldgeagie and brilliants, were presented by the Jadies of 
Bostun. ‘This was the battle flag, and was only taken out of its 
waterproof case when the regiment was in action. The men 
learned to love this flag, and although many a sergeant who 
carried it in battle fell under its fods, it never touched the 
ground, nor was it ever touched by a hoetile hand.* The first 
service of the regiment was under General Patterson in 1861—then 
under Banks in the Shenandoah Valicy. When Banks’ army was 
on the retreat towards Winchester the regiment was sent back to 
protect the rear of the wagon train. Incountered some infantry 
which they repulsed, and upon retiring again, following the train, 
were charged by Rebel cavalry by the light of some burning 
wagons. ‘I'wo miles nearer Winchester the Rebel cavalry made a 
still more determined charge. In both instances the cavalry 
were repulsed with considerable slaughter, as the companies 
receiving the charge were ordered to hold their fire till the word 
was given at very short range. .. . August 22, 1863, arrived b: 
transport at New York city, being one of the regiments select 
to pesos the city after the rote. Sept. 16 the whole corps 
(12th) was ordered to “ go West” in company with the 11th Corps, 
with which it was afterwards consolidated to form the 2Uth 
Corps. Jan. 10, 1864, the regiment re-enlisted and went home to 
Boston for thirty days. ‘They were received by ali Boston; the 
greatest enthusiasm Grr" throughout the city. Their line 
of march up Beacon street being almost paved with flowers 
thrown from the windows by fair hands. The horses of the 
mounted officers were decorated with garlands of flowers. Head- 

uarters and officers’ quarters were established at the United 
States Hotel, the barracks for the men in a building hard by. 
With their eget = full of pay they made free with the wine list 
and every thing else, not kuowing that when the regiment dis- 
persed for thirty days, that they should find their bills paid by an 
unseen hand. 

When the consolidation with the 11th Corps took place, the 
Second was allowed to retain its beloved insignia the star, as the 
badge of the new (20th) Corps. ‘The regimeut was first actually 
engaged under Sherman at the battle of Resaca. . . . July 22, 
approached Atlanta, and began intrenching under fire. July 30. 
regiment left their trenches, and under cover of an early morn- 
ing mist rushed forward capturing Rebel pickets and secured a 
little hill under the noses of the enemy’s forts. ‘As the mist 
rose they discovered us intrenching and opened big guns on us, 
knocking off the heads of two men and filling the air with shells, 
and tenting up the ground under us with round shot. But our 
sharpshooters soon got the range of their embrasures and made 
it unpleasant for the genome, and we silenced the forts, This 
was a success. The hill remained a very strong picket post 
till we bagged Atlanta.” ’ 

During the picnic from Atlanta to Savannah the regiment tore 
up “right smurt” of railroad, had a brush or two with cavalry, 
bat met with no losses. Left Savannah about Jan. 27, 1865. 
reached Robertsville, 8. C., where we cleaned out some of 
Wheeler's cavalry aud cut loose again without any communica- 
tions and disappeared in the pine forests and swamps. Regimen 
was occupied Ul! March 16, 1865, in destroying raiiroads, cordu 
roying roads through the swamps to get the wagons along, eating 
up everything eatable, and preseing onward into North Carolina 
where we found the Rebels in force near Averysboro. Fough 
in places where the swamp water was above our ankles. Drove 
the enemy off in the afternoon aud captured some prisoners. 
March 25, reached Goldsboro ragged and almost shoeless, and a 
majority of the regiment more or less affected by the awful 
malaria of the swamps. Got news of Lee’s surrender, assassina- 
tion of Lincoln, Johnston’s surrender, etc. May 2%, Grand 
Keview at Washington. July 26, mustered out at Boston, Mass., 
and the Second Massachusetts Infantry ceased to exist.

Wasaineton, D. C., July 31, 1876. 
To His Excellency the President of the United States : 
You are aware of my deep interest in the welfare of 


have entered upon another Indian war, which [ fear 
ill be one of the most memorable in our history, I 
o not fear the few thousands of hostile Indians, but I 
o fear that eternal law of a righteous God, ‘‘ W hatso- 
ever a man soweth, that shail he reap.” A nation 
which sows broken faith, injustice, and wrong will 
reap a harvest of blood. Thousands cry for extermina- 
tion! There 1s One who exterminates, and a people 
who. have more than a half a million soldiers’ graves 
within their borders ought to know that God is not 
blind. I yield to no man in my sympathy for the 
brave men of the border who are aiways the first 
victims of savage hate. Every generous feeling of my 
heart goes out for the brave soldiers who, without one 
thought of self, go to die, and yet I can but feel that 
for every life lost in such a war the nation is guilty, 
which for 100 years has persisted ia a policy which al- 
ways ends in massacre and war. Every friend of the 
Indian owes you a deep debt of gratitude for honestly 
trying to give us a better policy. 

The so-called peace policy was commenced when we 
were at war. The Indian tribes were either openly 
hostile or sullen and turbulent. The new policy was 
a marvellous success. I do honestly believe that it has 
done more for the civilization of the Indians than all 
which the Government has done before. Its only 
weakness was that the system was not reformed. The 
new work was feitered by all the faults and traditions 
of the old policy. The uation left 300,000 men living 
within our own borders without a vestige of govern- 

ment, without personal rights of property, without the 

slightest protection of person, property, or life. We 
persisted in telling these heathen tribes that they were 
independent nations. We sent out the bravest and 

best of our officers, some who kad grown gray in the 

service of the country; men whose slightest word was 

as good as their bond—we sent them because the In- 

dians would not doubt a soldier’s honor. They made 
a treaty and they pledged the nation’s faith that no 
white man should enter that territory. 1 do not discuss 
its wisdom. ‘The Executive and Senate ratified it. 

A violation of its plain provisions was an act of de- 
liberate perjury. In the words of Gen. Sherman (see 
report), ‘‘ Civilization made its own compact with the 
weaker party; it was violated, but not by the savage.” 
It was done by a civilized nation. The treaty was ap- 

proved by the whole nation. The people and press 
approved it, because it ended ashameful Indian war, 

which had cost us $30,000,000, and the lives of ten 
white men for every Indian slain. The whole world 
knew that we violated that treaty, and the reason of 
the failure of the negotiations of last year was that our 
own Commissioners did not have authority from Con- 

gress to offer the Indians more than one-third of the 
sum they were already receiving under the old treaty. 

The peace policy has never been understood by the 
people. They supposed it was some vague pl:.n to give 

immunity to savages who commit crimes, when the 
first thing which the friends of the Indian ask is law 

to punish crime. You did all that you bad the power 
to do, and that was to provide fur honest men to fill 
the agencies. You said to all the religious bodies of 

the country who had executive committees to manage 
their missionary and charitable work, ‘‘If you will 

nominate to me a man for this Indian agency, and 

your Church will be responsible for his fideiity, { will 
appoint him.” You provided for the honest purchase 
of Indian supplies. There have been mistakes. Ina 
few instances dishonest and incapable men bave been 
appointed, but not one where there was a score un‘ler 
the old system. You look 1n vain for the shameless 
robberies which were common, when an Indiun agent 
was appointed as a reward for political service, and a 
fortune was made in four years upon $1,500 a year. 

The peace policy did not fail; it was success until our 
taith was broken. i 

I have feared to have the Indian Bureau changed to 
the War Department, because it would be a condem- 
nation of the peace policy. It was a makeshift; noth- 
ing was reformed; it was the old system in another 
oftice. You cannot make a bad bank-note good by 
changing pockets. My own conviction is that the In- 
dian Bureau ought to be an independent department 
of civilization, with one of the best men of the nation 
atitshead. . . . 

Here are two pictures—on one side of the line a na- 
tion has spent $5U0,000,000 in Indian war; a people who 
have nut 100 miles between the Atlantic and the Pa- 
cific which has not been the scene of an Indian massa- 
cre; @ Government which has not passed twenty years 
without an Indian war ; not one Indian tiibe to whom 
it has given Christian civilization, and which celebrates 
its centennial year by another bloody Indian war. On 
the other side of the line there is the same greedy, 
dominant Anglo-Saxon race, and the seme heathen. 
They have not spent one dollar in Indian war; they 
have had no Indian massacres. Why? In Canada 
the Indian treaty calls these men “* the Indian subjects 
of her Majesty.” When civilization approaches them 
they are placed on ample reservations; they receive 
aid in civilization ; they have personal rights of prop- 
erty ; they are amenable to law aml are protected by 
law; they have schools, and Christian people delight to 
give them their best men to teach them the religion of 
Christ. We experd more than one bundred dollars to 
their one in caring for Indian wards 

Will you pardon me if 1 suggest a plan which may 
obviate some of the evils unul Congress provides a 
remedy ? The end may be reached by a simple 
meti:od : 

First. Concertrate the Indian tribes, viz.: place all 
of the Indians in Minnesota on the White Earth Reser- 
vation; the Indians of New Mexico, Colorado, and

} Sioux in the Indian Territory; the Indians on the 


Pacific coast upon two reserves. The Sioux cannot be 
removed at once, but.probably twenty bands would 
consent to go at once, and their prosperity in their new 


homes would draw others. If the Government adopts 
the plan the end can be reached. 

Second. Whenever an Indian in good faith gives up 
his wild life, and begins to live by labor, give him an 
honest title, by patent, of 160 acres of land and make 
it inalienable. So long as the reserve is held by the 
tribe it offers a premium to the greed of white men. 
The certificates of occupancy are not, as titles, worth 
the paper upon which they are printed. 

Third. Provide government for every Indian tribe 
placcd upon e reservation. Congress might authorize 
the President to appoint any Indian agent, ex-officio, 
a United States Commissioner with tull powers to 
administer law on the reservation. The United States 
Marshal in whose district this reservation is might be 
authorized to appoint the requisite number of civilized 
Indians, or men of mixed blood, to act as a constabu- 
lary force. The United States judge might-be required 
to hold one session of his court on the reserve each 
year. It requires no new machinery; no great ex- 
pense. 

There are forty reservations where the plan could be 
inaugurated at once. As it is now, the c.vilized and 
Christian Indian is pitiably helpless. Two years ago 
a brute killed an Indian woman on the White Earth 
reserve in open day. The Indians arrested him. He 
was taken to Fort Ripley. After two montis the Sec- 
retary of War ordered him ™ be discharged, because 
there was no law to punish an Indian. When an 
Indian has become a perfect Ishmaelite we quietly 
allow him to join some hostile sovereign like Sitting 
Bull to murder our soldiers.

THE MAJORITY NAVAL REPORT, 
FROM A DEMOCRATIC STANDPOINT. 


THERE is at least one portion of the majority report 
of the Committee on Naval Affairs which is grossly 
untrue, unjust, and unfair. We bave no desire to de- 
fend the Navy Department, or any of the abuses con- 
nected with it, and which have brought discredit upon 
its administration; but at the same time we cannot ap 
prove of the wholesale condemnation of officers who 
have simply done their duty in carrying out the orders 
that were given them. The majority report of ihe 
committee is open to this censure and criticism in sev- 
eral places, and especially in that portion of it which 
bears upon the Philadelphix Navy-yard. To no journal 
in the country are Mr. Whitthorne and his committee 
more indebted in their inquiry into the management of 
the Department than to the Gazette. In more than one 
branch of the investigation we gave him and it very 
material assistance. The Gazette, long before the com- 
mittee dreamed of such a thing, exposed the corrupt 
connection of the Presicent’s brother, Orvil Grant, 
with the Department, and showed the committee and 
the country his lobbying operations as the agent of a 
firm in this city. Because of all this we feel we have 
the right to show where the committee is wrong and 
where it is right. 

That portion of the report where every officer con- 
nected with the Philadelphia Navy-yard is assuiled is, 
as we have said, vpjust and unfair. They acted en- 
irely under erders trom Washington, and they could 
not have done otherwise without subjecting themselves 
to a trial by court-martial. We do not attempt to deny 
that some officers connected with that branch of the 
Navy Department exceeded their duty, and quietly 
acquiesced in the iniquities that were perpetrated; but 
it 1s not true that all the officers connected with the 
yard were partners in the frauds that took place. We 
have helped Mr. Whitthorne and his committee in un- 
earthing corruption and villainy, but we do not pro- 
pose to follow him and bis committee in unjust attacks 
upon men who are entitled to praise instead of con- 
demnation. It is true that there were some things 
done in tie Philadelphia yard which were not right, 
but it is not fair nor just to condemn every one con- 
nected with it. That is where Mr. Whitthorne and his 
committee have made a mistake. In their zeal to bring 
to justice the head of the Navy Department they have 
struck their friends as well «.s their enemies, and borne 
down upon the innocent as well as upon the guilty. 
No party can win upon a false issue, and the issue the 
Naval Committce has made is in many respects a false 
one. In the Philadelphia Navy-yard it has simply gone 
wild. It has attacked the innocent and the guilty 
alike, and without the slightest foundation attacked 
men who are the peers in every way ot Mr. Whitthorne 
and his committee; who are as jealous of the honor of 
their country as be is, and who are in every sense as 
pure, as honorable, and as devoted as he is to the wel 
fare of the republic and the honest administration of 
its afluirs. 


PEACE THROUGH WAR. 


AT the dedication of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Mon- 
ument at i3ridgeport, August 17, General Joseph R. 
Hawley, said: 1 am not one who looks upon war as 
the greatest of evils. There are many things which 
are much worse for a country than war. It is worse 
to see a nation devoting itself exclusively to the ac- 
cumulation and hoarding of wealth. It is worse to see 
it sitting still and calmly submitting to the trampling 
of its constitution under foot by its enemies. The war 
did us good. I suppose some young men came back 
demoralized, but they and those who did not, learned 
to obey Commands. And have you thought how much 
they were profited by learning to obcy? They needed 
to learn the lesson of obedience. Have you thought 
how much less there is of rowdyism than was known 
years ago’ I often think, when walking through the 
streets of that City of Brotherly Love, how for years 
there were weekly fights in the streets. All this has 
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organization of the fire department, but chiefly be- 
cause there were thousands who knew not how to obéy 
a command. Now, that city is a better city; New 
York is a better city. This nation feels safer in its 
existence to-day. We are not afraid—no, not of the 
whole world. This is another experience the war, has 
gained forus. There is no danger of their coming to 
fight us. If we should be told they were coming, we 
would know no fear. We might lament the extra taxa- 
tion and all the misery a war would entail, but we 
should not fearthem. If they preferred to fight on 
land, we should stand on the shore and ask them to walk 
up into the country. Why? Because we know what 
wecando. We were the sport of novel writers a few 
years ago; we were ridiculed for our boasting; but now 
we are respected for our manliness and our bravery. 
We have experienced culture that has made usa better 
people than ever. It has caused. us to feel a greater 
respect for that flag, which means for us to-day more 
than it ever meant before. About the time I went out 
to the war I remember a gray-headed colonel kneeling 
to receive his colors and kissing its folds; and when we 
think of the multitude of brave boys.looking up te that 
act, I say the flag means more. Thus its inestimable 
value has been impressed upon every individual mind.
